Supervisors — 
Want Gasoline 


Tax Halt 


A resolution calling for dis- 
continuation of federal gasoline 
taxes as soon as the interstate 
highway system iscompleted was 
approved by the county board of 
supervisors Monday onthe urgin 
of West End Supervisor Danie 
D, Mikesell, 

Complaining that the federal 
Highway Trust Fund has been 
$850 million this year for mass 
transit systems, Mikesell said 
the money is not being distributed 
equally, 

While California puts in ll per 
cent of the gasloine tax into the 
fund, the state has only received 
6.6 percent in return and is sch- 
eduled to receive only about $12 
million of the $800 million to be 
distributed, 

**Ir should not be distributed to 
local areas strictly for public 
transit,” Mikesell said, 

“1’'d like to have those local 
areas pay for their own trans- 
portation systems rather than 
make California pay for it,” he 
said, “Let us have our own fuel 
taxes so we can provide our own 
system,”” he concluded, 


Mae Stover, chairman of the 
West End Democratic Club, said

In 
general he said the Chinese peo= 
ple were extremely warm and ap- 
plauded Americans wherever 
they went, 


chool District Approves 
New $5.9 Million Budget

The Upland School District 
Board of Trustees unanimously 
approved a fimal balanced budget 
of $5.9 million for the 1973 
74 school year at last week's 
meeting. The budget means a 
25 percent tax cut of $1,01 per 
$100 assessed valuation to lo- 
cal taxpayers. 

As presented by Business Mane 
ager Glenn Hardy, the new bud~ 
get is $27,282 higher than a pub- 
lication version approved in mid- 
July. The extra income, a re- 
sult of final figures on secured 
tax revenues and a firmer esti- 
mate of beginning balances, 
brings the total budget figure 
to $5,982,246, 

The new budget reflects an ine 
crease in expenditures of $835,- 
We wer the current budget. 
The largest portion of the new 
budget, $3.5 million, will go to 
salaries, supplies and books, 

The district tax rate will fall 
from the current $3.89 per $100 
assessed valuation to $2.88, The 
cut is a combination of 96 cents 
in direct property tax relief pro- 
vided by Senate Bill 90 and the 
rest because of an 11,5 percent 
increase in assessed valuations, 

Include in the budget is a 
six percent salary increase for 
classified employes, which has 


already been accepted by that 
group, A similiar figure al- 
lotred for certificated employes 
pay raises is also included, but 
negotiations on teacher salaries 
are still ongoing. 

Both groups orginally request- 
ed increases of 12,5 percent along 
with additional fringe benefits, 

In general, the dget is goared 
to improve the teaching and 
learning enviroument, provide 
better programs for children and 
more preventive maintenance On 
buildings and equipment, accord- 
ing to Bill Plaster, District Sup- 
erintendent, 

In other action, the school 
board approved an application for 
$129,144 in state money for a 
program of intensive on-the-job 
training for teachers and admin= 
istrators of Valencia, Foothill 
Knolle and Upland Elementary 
Schools, Called ‘Professional 
Development Program’’ the 
eight-week training course is de- 
signed to bring district employes, 
as well as some 120 parent 
volunteers, up to date in the 
latest teaching trends and teche 
niques, 

The unique program will be 
conducted in the district by Dr, 
Madeline Hunter and staff mem-~ 
bers of the University Llemen- 
tary School of UCLA'S departe 
ment of education, As explained 
by Plaster, the various teachers 
and administrators who elect to 
enroll in the training program

Deputies said shots were fired 
as the car slowed down as it ap- 
proached the three, 

One youth was shot in the low- 
er right leg, said deputies,

The youth's parents took him to 
san Antonio Community Hospital 
in Upland where he was treated 
and released for a minor gun-

High School District Adopts 1973-74 Budget 


A final budget for 1973-74 
was recently adopted by the Chaf+ 
fey Union High school District, 
The budget is $19,969,576 and

The budget calls for a tax rate 
of about $2.74 1/2 per $100 of 
assessed valuation compared

The reduction is due to Senate 
Bill 90 and Assembly Bill 1267, 
a couple of tax equalization bills 
which provided state funds to lo- 
cal school districts, 

Business manager J, Milo 
Thomas explained that because of 
late information from the state 
on methods of computing base re- 
venue to districts the final tax 
rate was 9,7 cents higher than 
had originally been anticipated in 
the publication budget, 

Thomas further noted that tax 
rates are subject to adjustment
